ALCOHOL AND TRAFFIC 
ACCIDENTS 

The importance of drinking 
as a factor in motor vehiele ac- 
cidents is partially obscured 
by differences in tha interpret+ 
ation of drinking and its con- 
tribution a8 an accident cause. 
In specific studies, though, 
frequently 50°27 or more of 
the fatal aceldents have in- 
volved drinking drivers or 
drinking pedestrians. For ex- 
ample, in Maryland, the De- 
partment of Post Mortem Ex- 
aminers analyzes the blood of 
drivers and pedestrians who 
die within six hours of a motor 
vehicle accident, Among these 
victims nearly 3 out of 4 driv- 
ers, and 3 out of 5 pedestrians 
have been found with alcohol 
in their blood. 


“Man has the knowledge to 
invent electroni¢s, space rock- 
ets, and airplanes.

THREE PROJECTS 
THIS MONTH 

The State Highway Commis- 
sion will open bids August 23d 
for highway construction pro- 
jects in Brunswek and Orono, 
On August 20th bids on a pro- 
ject in Bethel will be opened. 

The twe projects in Bruns- 
wick, to be det under a single 
contract, will extend the pre- 
sent construction, which is re- 
locating a section of U.S, Route 
1 through that town, easterly 
to Cook’s Corner where the 
new highway will join existing 
Route 1. The contract calls for 
paving the already graded por- 
tion of highway from a point 
near Stone Street easterly a lit- 
tle over a half mile to the ur- 
ban line. From this point eas- 
tarly to Cook's Corner, about a 
mile and three guarters, the 
contract calls for complete 
construction of the highway— 
grading, drainage, ‘base and 
pavement. The completed road 
will be a controjled-aceess, diy- 
ided highway with two, 12-foot 
travel Janes in each direction. 
The roadways will be separat- 
ed by a median strip of vari- 
able width. The contract calls 
for 4 portland cement concrete 
pavement on the main line and 
black top on-a half mile section 
of Route 1 to be rebuilt at 
Cook's Corner, Plans show that 
the new section of Route 1 
from the entrance to the Bruns- 
wiek Naval Air Station easter. 
ly to the road to Thomas Point 
will be widened to four Janes 
with channelization to guide 
traffie more safely during 
turning movements ‘between 
Route 1 and the intersecting 
highways. The ultimate objec- 
tive is to build a four-lane div- 
ided highway from the junction

In Orono, almost a mile of 
Kelley Road will be rebuilt to 
serve a8 an approach to In- 
terstate 95 between U.S. Route 
2 and Kelley Road interchange, 
Plans show that a new junction 
wili be constructed at Route 2 
northerly of the present one. 
This will result in the reloca- 
tion of about three-tenths of a 
mile of Kelley Road. The new 
highway will have a 24-foot bi- 
tuminous concre'e pavement 
and 8.foob gravel shoulders. 
The contract also includes the 
widening and reconstruction of 
800 feet of Route 2 in the vici- 
nity of its new junction with 
Kelley Road. The additional 
width will provide for extra 
traffic Janes for safe turning 
movements at the intersection. 

The Bethel project will re- 
place the present narrow rall- 
road underpass, which carries 
U.S. Route 2 over the Canadi+ 
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an National Railroad tracks, 
with a modern structure to 
eliminate the hazardous ap- 
proaches (Railroad Street) to 
town. The engineering plans 
show that a partial interchange 
will be constructed consisting 
of the new 4-span structure 
which will carry Route 2 not 
only over the railroad tracks 
but also over Railroad Street. 
About a half mile section of 
Route 2 will be built, a portion 
of it to be relocated sonth of 
Railroad Sreet. Also about half 
mile of Railroad Street will be 
reconstructed, The new 4truc- 
ture plus ramps connecting re- 
located Ronte 2 with Railroad 
Street will eliminate most 
crossings of traffic at grade. 


The new highway will have a 


24-foot bituminous concrete 
pavement and 8-foot gravel 
shoulders. The contract also 
includes the construction of a 
reinforeed conerete rigid frame 
atrueture at westerly end of 
the project to carry relocated 
Route 2 over Mill Brook.
